The 90th annual business meeting of the 
City of Dublin Young Men’s Christian Asso- 
ciation was held in the Association's pre- 
mises, Lower Abbey street, on Wednesday 
last.

The chaotic condition of the city tram and 

| ‘bus services in Belfast, especially during the 
‘** black-out,’’ was described as “ calamitous 
bos a public scandal ” by Councillor T. L. 
Cole, Deputy Lord Mayor, at the Belfast 
Corporation meeting to-day, He said that 
the ratepayers were losing thousands of 
a through trams running back and 
orward empty, and the whole thing was in a 
state of chaos. No people — Belfast 
would put up with the humbug which had 
been going on for the past few months. In 
one tramcar he saw as many as 120 people 
acked, and he had seen three tramcars fol- 
owing each other in one direction. When 
he spoke to a conductor about this he was 
told, “This is the new convoy system.” 
(Laughter.) He moved that the Council 
advertise for a transport manager with 
experience. 
Councillor R. J. Harcourt, chairman of the 
Transport Committee, said that it was unfair 
to make this suggestion before the new 
acting deputy manager of the tramways had 
been given a chance. He had only been 
appointed two weeks. Improved service 
would be put into operation on the 15th inst. 
On this assurance the Deputy Mayor 
agreed to withdraw his suggestion regarding 
a new appointment. 
Alderman T. Henderson declared that he 
was not satisfied with the health of the city 
during the past four weeks. 
Councillor J, Collins said that no one need 
be surprised at the outbreaks of scarlet fever, 
measles and diphtheria, The Medical Officer 
of the City had told the Council that two 
thousand houses in Belfast were unfit for 
habitation and should be demolished, but 
his suggestion was not carried out on the 
ground of alleged economy. Malnutrition 
among working-class children was the cause 
of all the TAE T9 
Alderman T. Henderson, M. P., said that 
thousands of children were dying from 
tuberculosis, and nothing was bei one for 
them. The report of Dr. Fulton, the tuber- 
culosis officer, he declared, “ damns this 
Council, and we should be ashamed of our- 
selves that in this Christian, age such things 
should exist. We will ex you in 
Belfast, the home of loyalty, devotion and 
piety, who are with the Government entirely 
responsible for the conditions that exist in 
the city.” 


FEDERAL. UNION 


DISCUSSED AT DUBLIN 
UNIVERSITY SOCIETY 


— + — 


In the course of a paper on Federal 
Union, which he read at a meeting of Dublin 
University Philosophical Society last night, 
Mr. D. H. McNeill, Sch. Mod., B. A., said that 
the essential thing would seem to be to estab- 
lish, without delay, some kind of real govern- 
ment among the more advanced democratic 
communities of the world. Such a union 
would be based, more or less, on the idea 
underlying the American Constitution. A 
start must be made with the democracies, 
because the dictatorships, by their doctrines 
of racial superiority, could not possibly be 
included in a union which was prepared to 
overlook national and racial differences. 

It was ridiculous to say that what ailed 
the world was the dictatorships, Mr. McNeill 
observed. What ailed the world was that 
the leading democracies together practically 
owned the earth, and did not know it. Those 
democracies had nobody but themselves to 
blame for their difficulties. 

The chief task was to get the union formed. 
Many countries could better serve the pur- 
ose of ynion by being excluded at the start. 
The admission of new members from time to 
time would be a powerful stimulus to demo- 
cracy everywhere. Any country could be 
admitted to the union whenever its people 
decided to ask for admission. |

KILKENNY, Thursday. | 
Addressing a Fianna Fail meeting in 
Kilkenny to-night Mr. T. Derrig, Minister 
for Lands, said that they heard criticism 
about increased taxation, and they must 
admit it was heavy, and if he were not 
satisfied that the country was gettmg value 
in the services which had been provided and 
that they were necessary he would say the 
present taxation was too heavy. The whole 
question of economies in administration was 
under constant examination, and economies 
which had already been decided upon, 
although already of a substantial nature, 
might not achieve their full effect for some 
time. The Government would be loth to end 
or reduce services which give employment. 
This year the Land Commission expect to 
reach the full extent of their estimated 
expenditure of £710,000 on improvements of 
estates and the whole of this large sum is goin 
to rural areas where land is being divide 
and holdings re-arranged afforestation had 
been greatly extended, and over 2, 
workers were employed on forestry schemes 
at the height of the planting season. The 
Government were anxious to secure the good- 
will and active assistance of those engaged 
in the building industry, and to devise ways 
and means of maintaining a reasonable level 
of employment in the building trades. 
Employers and workers should realise the 
responsibility was on them to contribute a 
quota towards the renewal of building 
activity. Any restriction on expenditure 
for the provision of employment would only 
be imposed reluctantly and after examina- 
tion of alternative methods, and that 
was also the position regarding old.

BRITISH RAILWAYS 


PREMIER ON FINANCIAL 
AGREEMENT 


In the British House of Commons yesterday, 

Mr. Herbert Morrison (Labour) asked 
whether the House would have an opportunity 
to discuss the proposed financial agreement 
between the Governmert and the railway 
companies before it was ratified. 

Mr. Chamberlain stated that the Govern- 
ment was entering into a large number of 
financial agreements and it would not be 
practicable that the terms of such agreements 
still in negotiation — be submitted to 
discussion. Responsibility for such agree- 
ments must remain with the Government. 
The House could debate any arrangement 
when made and published. it was hoped to 
make a statement as to the dates of the con- 
clusion of the agreement with the railway 
companies one day next week. 

The House would have an opportunity of 
discussing it, but that would be better after 
the publication of the White Paper contain- 
ing an outline of the agreement, which would 
be circulated as soon as it was concluded. 
If, after seeing the agreement, the House 
was of opinion that it shonld not be con- 
firmed, that could upset it.

RED CROSS POSITION 


Sir John Lumsden addressed the meeting, 
and suggested the formation of a nursing 
division of the Brigade, and a section of 
the Au 'iary A. R. P. Reserve. He stated 
that some thousands of St. John certificates 
had recently been gained in County Dublin 
and about 2,000 in A. R. P. 

Referring to the inauguration of the Irish 
Red Cross Society, Sir John Lumsden said 
he wished to take this opportunity of stating 
what the position was, how the St. John 
Ambulance Brigade was likely to be affected 
and what its relationship was with ‘he new 
National Red Cross. 

He said there were now three organisations 
of a Red Cross character working in this 
country :— | 

1—The senior one is the St. John Amba- 
lance Brigade with a history of over thirty 
years’ of good work—primarily of a peace- 
time character, but ever ready to give service 
under war conditions, being an organisation 
registered at Geneva as a Red Cross one. 
The Brigade’s record is well known; it has 
served the country faithfully, seeking nothing 
for itself—only the privilege 7 servin 
others. The Brigade in Eire has receive 
official recognition from the Irish Red Cross 
ety. Its work has been done chiefly in 
Dublin, Cork, Sligo and Limerick, where there 
are active divisions led by officers of long 
experience; but in Mullingar. Clonmel, Naas 
and many other towns it has given instruc- 
Ea In first aid and home nursing to many 
classes. 


AUXILIARY SERVICES | 


Its auxiliary activities include welfare 
dining rooms for expectant mothers; the 
supply of invalid requisites, district nurses’ 
supplies, and it has taken its share with the 
Joint Committee in establishing ambulance 


transport and blood transfusion services. 


The Dublin Corporation and Borongh of 
Dun Laoghaire have entrusted to the Brigade 
personnel all first aid in connection with 
their schemes for A. R. P. defence. 

2— The. Irish Association of the Sovereign 
Military Order of Malta (the ‘Knights of 


Malta) has for the past five years been

RED CROSS POSITION 


3— The Irish Red Cross Society has now 
been set up by our Government, and has 
been registered at Geneva as our national Red 
Cross, giving it an international character, 
ready to take its share in time of war, and 
during peace-time to develop an interest in 
the mitigation of suffering and the prevention 
of disease. Branches of the Red Cross have 
now been formed in practically all the 
counties of Eire. 

Sir John said he welcomed the establish- 


organisation. _ He however, that in 
this small, country there was not room 
for two ar three Organisations doin 
the same work, ‘unless their spheres o 
influence were clearly defined geographically 
and otherwise. He naidered that a 
friendly co-operation should be brought about, 


so that there might not be overlapping of 
effort, and had offered co-operation on behalf 
of the Brigade, and he hoped there might be 
a similar approach or response on the Red 


Cross side, but so far the Red Cross 
Society had shown no evidence of a desire 
for such a fri arrangement. 

Sir John he d that with 
friendly co-operation this country might look 
forward to taking an active share in this 


work of mercy carried on under the two 
emblems—the Red Cross and the eight-pointed

H.C.M.S. MEDICAL 
MISSION’ AUXILIARY 


THE WORK IN CHINA 


At the annual meeting of the Hibernian 
Church Missionary Society Medical, Mission 
Auxiliary, held in the C.M.8. Hall, Moles. 
worth street, yesterday, an address was 
delivered by br. J. Gresty Billington, 
M. R. C. S., L.R.C.P., of Mienchu, West China, 
who described the development of the Medical 
Missions in China during recent years. 

At the present time, he said, although they 
were six hundred miles from the war lines 
in China, they were well within the reach of 
invading war planes and had several times 
experienced air raids. As an example. he 
quoted the case of a town of some twenty fine 
streets near Mienchu, where an area covering 
seventeen of these streets had been devastated 
recently by an air raid. He paid tribute to 
the young (Chinese air pilots. one or two of 
whom he knew. 

Everywhere the Missionary Hospitals were 
giving great assistance to the victims of ar 
raids. ‘ 

Many of their hospitals had their own 
Chinese doctors, and m the Mienchu Hospital. 
to which he was attached, they had two 
Chinese doctors—a lady doctor and a man. 
It was in times of great stress. such as after 
an air raid, that the Chinese doctors showed 
what a fine spirit they had. 

In the Chinese schools the Missionaries had 
started small clinics to deal with the many 
health disorders which occurred. As regards 
the general populace, thousands of illnesses 
and accidents were dealt with by the 
Missionaries. A large section of the people 
had been vaccinated against the dreaded 
smallpox annually, 

He said that General and Madame Chiang 
Kai-Shek were an inspiration to China m her 
struggle. The Chiangs were very sympathetic 
to the Missionaries. 

The report of the H. C. M. S. Medical 
Mission, which was read by Mrs. F. E. Bland, 
stated that 14 doctors and nurses and about 
100 beds were supported by friends and 
ear gee in Ireland. In fifty years the C. M. S. 
ad treated more patients than would comprise 
the total IE. — of England and Wales. 
There was, however, a drop in receipts of 
nearly £2,000.

Among those 
that the International League saved from 
this abominable fate were old thoroughbred 
brood’ mares, winners and the dams of 
winners; broken-down racehorses and 
hunters, as well as horses of the heavier 
working types. 

Neither should horses and ponies be sold 
in their feeble, pitiful old age for a very 
small sum to. gipsies, tinkers and low-class 
horse-copers,whose ruthless methods of doping, 
doctoring and * on unsound animals 
would be a painful revelation to many animal 
lovers. 

In addition to these 475 border-line cases 
saved by purchase, and which could not have 
been rescued in any other way, many bad 
casés of cruelty have been brought to ‘light. 
In such circumstances the procednre is to 
have the animal humanely destroyed at once 
and the owner prosecuted. 

Funds are never spent on any case where 
active cruelty or aggravated neglect brings 
the offender within the scope of the law. 

It is unnecessary to point out that the 
sufferings of unfortunate animals have been 
greatly intensified this winter by the unpre- 
cedented heights to which the prices of all 
classes of forage have risen, and are still 
rising. 

Times are hard for all and difficulties 
t, but in a world of uncertainty one thing 
uite certain: these unfortunate old horses 

wil need the help and protection of the 
International. League for Horses more

REMARKABLE artificially frozen ice 
A was recently taken into use by 
the figure, skaters and ice-hockey clubs 

of Stockholm. 
The rink, whith is an open-air establish- 
ment situated in the famous Stockholm 
Stadium, built for the Olympic Games .of 
1912 beag many interesting technical 
novelties. e central feature is that the 
refrigerating system is buried so deeply under 
the turf that, whilst a perfect ice coating is 
obtained during the winter, the grass surface 
remains undamaged and appears in good con- 
dition when spring comes and the football 
and athletic season begins. Hitherto the net 
of refrigerating tubes in such establishments 
has been placed as near the surface as pos- 
sible, generally covered only s a thin layer 
of ‘cement. In the new Swedish ice rink the 
xi are buried as deep as 10-12 centimetres, 
ut, in spite of that. quite effective refrigera- 
tion is obtained, thanks to a specially power- 
ful refrigerati ng lant. 
The ice field has a length of about 60 
metres and a. width of 30 metres (197 x 98 
feet), which are the maximum measures for 
an international ice-hockey rink, and accom- 
modation is provided for about 10,000 
spectators. It is to be used during a 
season of four months from November 15 to 
March 15. The establishment has cost about 
500,000 kroner (£30,000), which amount has 
been met from the funds of the Swedish 
State Football Betting Monopoly, the surplus 
of which 1s to the largest extent spent for 
— 5 public facilities for sport and

“REFRIGERATION 


The new ice arena, which is the first of its 
kind in the world, is of entirely Swedish con- 
‘struction. The refrigerating machinery, 
which is of very imposing dimensions, lias 
been delivered by the well-known Swedish 
turbine and cooling plant manufacturers, 
Stal. The refrigeration is made by a 25 per 
cent. salt liuor, which is cooled to about 
--20°C. by means of ammonia, and then 
pumped through the underground pipe sys- 
tem. This has a total length of no less da 
20 kilometres (125 miles), and is 
under the turf of an isolating bed of c oon 
and concrete, which — the frost from 
penetrating into the ground, but forces it up 
through the turf. During the circulation the 
liquor, which passes the pipe, system in two 
minutes, loses about 14 
The. total quantity of refrigerating liquid 
flowing through the system per hour amounts 
amounts to 350,000 litres. 

The refrigerating machinery in the Stock- 
holm Stadium is completed by a frost accu- 
mulator of Swedish design, which. accumulates 


cold, The refirgerating effect ‘can thus be 
considerably increased in case of need by 
means of this accumulator, ua can be *

This refrigeration a áir — proved to be 
quite effective also when the outer sa 
ture is rather warm.

THE SITTING HEN. 
Writing on ths subject in the Weekly Jrish 
Times, the Poultry Correspondent says :'— 
When your broody hen is discovered, remove 
her gently from the laying house and 
place her in a nest in the hatching shed, 
giving her a few dummy eggs as test. If, 
after a couple of days she asa to have 
settled down and is inclined to sit, you 
may give her real eg f course remov- 
ing the dummies. not make the 
mistake of giving the hen more eggs than 
she can comfortably, cover. The average: 
sized sitting hen will not cover more 
than thirteen eggs, as a rule, while 
eleven will be sufficient for a smaller 
bird. In very cold weather, in early 
spring, or if hatching in late autumn or 
winter, these numbers will require to be 
further reduced to about eleven and nine 


eggs, respectively.
